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How Much Owest Thou Unto My Lord? 


Introduction: The language 
here used by our Lord, is taken 
from the parable of the rich man, 
whose steward was charged with 
wasting h's master’s goods. Luke 
16:5. It teaches us three things. 
1. The rich man is God. 2. The 
steward is those who are entrust- 
ed by him. 3. We shall all give ac- 
count unto God concerning our 
stewardship. 

The Origin of Tithing 

Abraham was returning from 
the rescue of Lot, after the slaugh- 
ter of the five kings; “and Mel- 
chizedek king of Salem brought 
forth bread and wine: and he was 
priest of the most high God. And 
he blessed him, and said, Blessed 
be Abram of the most high God 
possessor of heaven and earth,” 
Gen. 14. Melchizedek was a type of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. The bread 
and wine offered by him was a 
foreshadowing of the Lord’s Sup- 
per as instituted by Christ. Matt. 
26:26-29; Heb. 7:2. It teaches us 
that tithing did not originate with 
Abram, rather with God. He is here 
represented as “possessor of heav- 
en and earth.’ Melchizedek must 
have actually taught Abram to pay 
tithes, as is here inferred, the bread 
and wine as here offered connect- 
ing tithing with the New Testa- 
ment church. Tithes. paid, accept- 
ed. and acknowledged at the time 
of the presentation of these em- 
blems by the priest of God, literal- 
ly connects once and for all time 
the act and demand of tithing with 
both the Old and New Testament

covenants. Abram originated noth- 
ing, he rather responds to teach- 
ing by Melchizedek and _ if not, 
then he responded to divine im- 
pulse, as it is certain that neither 
the plan of salvation nor its sup- 
port is founded upon human ef- 
forts. “And he gave him tithes of 
all;” i. e., of all things taken as 
spoil from the battle. Such a tithe 
included the tithes of ministerial 
effort wh‘le engaged in fighting 
the battles of our Lord as it also 
does the tithe of the land. Accord- 
ing to Lev. 27:30; Num. 18:21-24, 
tithing was incorporated into and 
made a part of the law; it is how- 
ever, here mentioned and first 
paid by Abram to Melchizedek 
when the emblem of sacrifice of 
our Lord is presented which incor- 
porates it into the New Testament 
through the sacrifice and resur- 
rection of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


The Abrahamic Covenant Con- 
firmed unto Jacob 


And Jacob went out from 
sheba, and went toward Haran. 
And he lighted upon a certain 
place, and tarried there all night, 
because the sun was set; and he 
took of the stones of that place, 
and put them for his pillows, and 
lay down in that place to sleep.

the Lord stood above it, and said,

And 
Jacob rose early in the morning, 
and took the stone that he had put 
for his pillows, and set it up for a 
pillar, and poured oil upon the top 
of it. And he called the name of 
that place Bethel (house of God): 

but the name of that city was 
called Luz at first. And Jacob vow- 
ed a vow, saying, If God will be 
with me, and will keep me in the 
way that I go, and will give me 
bread to eat, and raiment to put 
on, so that I come again to my fa- 
ther’s house in peace; then shall 
the Lord be my God: and _ this 
stone, which I have set for a pil- 
lar, shall be God’s house: and of 
all that thou shalt give me I will 
surely give the tenth unto thee,” 
zen. 28:10-22. 

With the confirmation of the 
Abrahamic covenant the _ tithe 
pledge is again revived and made 
a part of that covenant onthe part 
of Jacob. It is also made a test on 
the part of God’s faithfulness to 
build the house of God. Here again 
as with Abram the tithe pledge fol- 
lows a divine manifestation and

Were The Ten Tribes Ever 
Lost? 


Today I wish to bring you some 
scriptures bearing on the fallacy 
of the teaching of Anglo-Israelism. 
If the teaching were in accord- 
ance with the Word of God we 
would be glad to accept it, but it is 
our purpose this afternoon to dis- 
cover just what God’s Word has to 
say about it. I want to be on Bible 
ground. and no other. 

First of all, may I briefly men- 
tion a few thoughts that Anglo- 
Israelism would have us __ believe. 
First, that the Jew and Israel are 
names for different peoples; that 
the Jew is never called an Israelite 
and an Israelite is never called a 
Jew in the Word of God. Second, 
they consider that the British and 
American people (and allied na- 
tions), make up the Israel of God 
of today. They claim, of course, 
that the present day Jews are not 
Israelites. 

Some of their misinterpretations 
of Scripture are very serious. As I 
have studied their claims my heari 
has been saddened that evangeli- 
cal, seemingly fundamental teach- 
ers of the Word of God could so 
take scriptures out of their set- 
ting and do violence to their face 
value, the value we would put upon 
the English in every day speaking 

abso'ute violence to the Word of 
God. By Scriptures like those of 
the Prophet Isaiah, 14:15, 44:1, 11: 
11, they try to prove that Israel is 
in the isles of the sea. I want:to 
give vou a little example of; the 
way they have actually perverted 
the reading of the’ Word: They 
quote as follows, from: Isaiah 49: 
“Listen, © isles, unto me; and 
hearken, ye people, . from: far;”

(Then they omit a verse and a halt 
and skip to the 3rd verse) “Thou 
art my servant, O Israel, in whom 
I will be glorified.”” (Some more 
omissions to the sixth verse) 
“To raise up the tribes of Jacob, 
and to restore the preserved of Is- 
rael: I will give for a light to the 
Gentiles, that thou mayest be my 
salvation unto the end of the 
earth.” 

Now I would have you notice in 
this passage that the one who is 
speaking, is calling to the “isles.” 
The one who is speaking is saying, 
‘Tam the one who has been called, 
and the Lord has said to me, Thou 
art my servant in whom I will be 
glorified.”” But no suggestion of 
calling unto the isles and saying 
they are the Israel of God. It is but 
a proclamation to the ends of the 
earth of God’s final victory in !s- 
rael, and reveals the missionary 
character of Old Testament Scrip- 
tures. Then they go down to the 
middle of the 6th verse, taking the 
Scriptures out of the'r setting and 


making a sentence prove their 
statement. 
Take Matt. 21:43, “Therefore 


say I unto you, The kingdom of 
God shall be taken from you, and 
given to a nation bringing forth 
the fruits thereof,” Anglo-Israelism 
tells us this “nat’on” is Israel, or 
The Anglo-Saxon people. I beg to 
differ, and refer you to 1 Peter 2:9, 
where the Apostle is writing to the 
church of today. He says,; “But ye 
are a chosen generation, «a royal 
priesthood, an holy nation,:a pecu- 
liar: people.” Here is the “nation” 
ta whom He is referring. The work 


of the kingdom was taken from 
the Jews and given to the Church. 
God today is dealing through the 
church “a holy nation” with in- 
dividuals, and not on nationalistic 
lines. The call today is “whosoever 
will may come.” 

The names “Jew” and “Israel’’ 
became synonomous terms from 
the time of the captivity. The term 
“Jew” stands for all among the 
sons of Jacob who were consider- 
ed subject of the theocratic king- 
dom, over which they expected the 
Lion of the Tribe of Judah _ to 
re ‘gn. In the New Testament the 
same people are called Jews 174 
times, and Israel about 75 t mes. 
Paul said, “I am a man which am 
a Jew,” and in another place he 
says, “For I am also an Israelite.” 
Paul was of the tribe of Benjamin. 

In Ezra, the remnant which re- 
turned is called Jews 8 times and 
Israel 40 times. These are the peo- 
ple that they claim came back and 
are the Jew of today. In Nehemiah 
they are called Jews 11 times, and 
Israel 22 times. This should be am- 
ple proof of the falsity of the state- 
ment that only those of the tribe 
of Judah have a right to the name 
Jew. 

Now in regard to Britain being 
Isiael: They claim that the name 
Britain comes from “Brith” mean- 
ing covenant and “ain” meaning 
land,“‘a covenant land.” Etymology 
will not bear this out. Undoubtedly 
the word “Britain” comes from the 
word Baratanic which means “Tin 
Islands,” because in the olden days 
much of the tin used in Europe 
was mined in Cornwall. From there 
came the ships of Tarshish bring- 
ing tin, according to the Word o! 
God. Webster says Britannia is the 
name, of “a.metalic compound 01 
alloy consisting chiefly of block 
tin; with some antimony, and a

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Montana Practically Missionary Field

I have lived in this state ever 
since I was old enough to remem- 
ber and have been converted a lit- 
tle over four years. Three weeks 
after conversion I was filled with 
God’s Holy Spirit and have engag- 
ed in colporteur and personal visi- 
tation work in my spare time ever 
since. I am now pastoring the 
church at Lewistown, Mont., which 
is only about twenty miles from 
where I went to school and grew 
to manhood. This gives me a fair- 
ly good idea of the frame of mind 
of the people in this state and their 
opinion of the things of God and 
their attitude towards churches 
and ministers. Brother Robert 
Seyda, our state overseer, having 
asked me to write an article for the 
Evangel to present our condition 
here and the great need for work- 
ers who are willing to go through. 
I have set forth these few words. 

It has been over two years ago 
that one of the workers from the 
American Sunday School Union 
spoke toa gathering in Moore, 
Mont. Among the many things he 
related was this incident: While in 
the northwestern part of the state 
and in a lumber camp organizing 
a Sunday school and talking to the 
lumber jacks and their families 
who had gathered, the speaker was 
relating the generally well known 
Chr.sumas story of Jesus being 
born in the manger, the shepherds 
hearing the angel announce the 
glad tidings, the heavenly  hovsi 
singing that first Christmas carol. 
and the wise men coming ani 
bringing the gifts to the Christ 
child. While talking in this trend 
he noticed a girl about eighteen 
years of age start laughing and 
continue to laugh boisterously for 
quite a while. The occasion ws 
not any to laugh about so he be- 
came quite curious to know what 
caused her to laugh so heartily. 
After the service closed and the 
good-byes were being said, he ap- 
proached this girl and asked her 
what he had said that caused her 
to laugh so while he was speaking. 
He didn’t rebuke her, he just want- 
ed to make an inquiry what it 
could have been. She said, “The 
idea of Jesus being born in a man- 
ger.” The speaker said, “Well, how 
do you think He came to earth?” 
She replied, “Why a full grown 
man like Adam of course.” 


This shows the ignorance as to 
the Scriptures among so many ot 
the people who live in this state. 
I have talked to many people who 
came out here from the East and 
many have been good church 
members and some of them Chris- 
tians before coming out West, but 
this is what they will tell you: “I 
have lived in Montana for thirty 
years; my children have grown up 
and have never been inside a 
church. Now they are away from 
home and have children of their 
own. I can’t bring them to church 
now.” “When we first came here 
we had no church near so we just 
got out of the habit and when we 
came where there was a church we 
just didn’t care to start again.” 
With ~--ny similar statements they 
will tell you why they do not go to 
church and fur*hermore that they 
don’t care to. « hey have lived this 
long without going to church and 
that they see no reason why they 
should start going now. A large 
majority of the people born here 
have never been inside of a church 
except for a funeral or a wedding 
or party of some kind. Very few 
have ever heard of the born again 


experience, and fewer still are 
those that have experienced the 


new birth. 

True Christians who have moved 
out here, many of them, have let 
the cares of this life rob them of 
the blessings of God and have be- 
come useless as far as their testi- 
mony is concerned. There is a few, 
of course, standing true, concern- 
ing which I would like to relate 
two instances. While standing on 
the street corner in Lewistown 
selling books and Bibles and giving 
out tracts, a lady came to me and 
I gave her a copy of the Evangel 
(The Pentecostal Evangel) and 
sold her a small book entitled ‘‘Je- 
sus’ Coming at Hand.”’ About two 
weeks later the same lady came 
back to me with her face beaming 
and said those articles that she 
read were just like she believed 
but she did not know that people 
in the U.S.A. believed like that. 
She was an Armenian, was saved 
in Armenia, and came here eight 
years ago and since that time no 
one ever bent their knees in pray- 
er with her to God. She was so glad 
to meet one that believed like she 
did and that there were people 
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here that were really saved. She 
lives at Judith Gap. “‘Yes,”’ she said, 
“they had a church in Judith Gap, 
Congregational, but they weren’t 
saved; just like the world. Girls 
painted and wore short dresses 


and the preacher smoked.” It cut 
her to the heart. Mention was 
never made concerning the soon 
return of our Lord. 


The last time that she came to 
see us was sometime before Christ- 


mas and after weeping and 
prayimg with us she told us 
that she felt that God had 


forsaken Judith Gap because sne 
had prayed all these years that she 
has lived there that God would 
save some one or send a preacher 
wich the old time Gospel to this 
town and yet none has come. We 
would like to get out there and 
hold some meetings and get the 
Word out to the people for they 
have never heard of an experimen- 
tal salvation, the know-so kind. All 
they know is that the people who 
go to church are no better than 
they are. Some may be and some 
are worse than those who do not 
go to church. They look at the life 
of professing Christians who have 
no experience of salvation and 
then stay away from all churches 
or places where the gospel is men-, 
iioned or preached. If we had 
workers who would stay with the 
work regardless of how many 
came to the meetings and how 
inuch they would need to do with- 
out tor the sake of getting the Gos- 
pel to these out-of-the-way places 
in these neglected fields, we could 
reach these places and_ establish 
churches where one pastor could 
take care of two or three towns 
that are near together and _ gei 
enough income to live comfortably 
and have enough to carry out the 
work that the Lord has called him 
to do. Here in the Judith Basin is 
a fertile agricultural district, sur- 
rounded on almost all sides by 
mountains, having small towns 
scattered throughout its area with 
a population of anywhere from just 
a tew families to about 6,000 peo- 
ple here in Lewistown, and we 
have but one church in the entire 
district. We are, however, holding 
meetings in Moccasin each 
Wednesday night. This place is 
about thirty miles west of Lewis- 
town. We would like to have all 
these towns in this district evan- 
gelized as soon as possible as Je- 
sus is coming soon and what we 
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do we must do quickly. 

Another incident that I would 
like to mention just now is this: 
While canvassing my own home 
town (Moore) two years ago I 
entered an aged lady’s home, who 
had moved into the town to winter 
there with her son. Her son was 
trapping in the mountains and she, 
crippled with rheumatism, was 
taking care of herself the best way 
she could. I believe she told me 
she was over eighty years of age. 
She couldn’t see well enough to 
read anymore. I talked to her con- 
cerning the soon return of Jesus 
and tears came into her eyes for 
she loved Jesus and was looking 
for Him. This hope that He would 
soon take her home, if not in the 
clouds of glory then thru’ death 
and that she would soon be with 
her Redeemer, made her weep for 
joy. We had prayer together and 
the Lord was there with us. When 
I was taking my departure she 
told me she was so glad _ that I 
called and she was encouraged and 
our praying and talking together 
had done her a world of good.Then 
she said that I was the first Chris- 
tian man who had been in her 
home for six years. She meant one 
who had an experience with the 
Lord. She was saved in the United 
Brethren Church, if I recollect cor- 
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rectly. 

Folks who really love the Lord 
are not so numerous but, oh, how 
they need to be _ encouraged! 
“Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words.”’ We want to ap- 
peal to you if you are filled with 
the Spirit of God and have perse- 
verance and determination to stay 
with your post, sacrificing for Je- 
sus and His cause till men and wo- 
men are brought into the fold, and 
then lead them into the deeper 
things of God, we need you in 
Moniana and we want you to 
come. If you are free to come and 
labor in this needy field, which is 
practically a mission field, then 
write to Robert R. Seyda, oveiseer 
of Montana, 208 E. Main St., 
Lewistown, Mont. “The harvesi 
truly is great, but the laborers are 
few: pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest, that he would send 
forth labourers into his harvest,” 
Luke 10:2. 

Those who cannot come can re- 
member us in prayer. Those who 
are Church of God, having lots of 
grace, lots of grit, and lots of pow- 
er and victory, and want a good 
place to hold meetings among 
these westerners, you surely are 
welcome to come to Montana. Only 
let us hear from you before you 
come. 


Anglo-Israelism, under the Searchlight

small portion of copper and brass. 

Nearly half a century ago Ed- 
ward Hine was the editor of “The 
Banner of Israel,’”’ and the author 
of the 47 (so-called) ‘Scriptural 
Identifications’ attempting to 
identify Great Britain with Israel. 
I give you a sample of two of them: 
Danie] 2:44, 45, is, according to 
Hine, a prophecy concerning Brit- 
ain. She is filling the whole earth. 
Mark you, this “stone cut out of 
the mountain” is from outside of 
these nat‘ons, absolutely outside 
of any nation that had any rela- 
tionship with any part of Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s image. The Stone 
comes from the outside and crush- 
es all before it, and then establish- 
es a kingdom of its own. We know 
from the Word of God of only one 
such kingdom that will be estab- 
lished on earth, and that is the 
Kingdom that our Lord and Savior 
establishes as He sets His feet up- 
on Mt. Olivet. He will come down 
and establish His throne and reign 
over the whole world. 


Another, almost blasphemous 
identification is made by Mr. Hine, 
in which he points to the fact that 
during the wanderings of the Chil- 
dren of Israel in the wilderness 
they had a cloud covering them by 
day and a pillar of fire by night. 
He said that if anyone would go up 
in the sky and look over London 
in the daytime, he would see smoke 
covering it. And at the night he 
would see fires from the blast fur- 
naces, and these were to be coni- 
pared with the pillar of cloud and 
pillar of fire with which the Lord 
miraculously covered the Children 
of Israel. That borders very closely 
on blasphemy. 

Professor Rawlinson, comment- 
ing on Hine’s “Identifications” 
says, “Such effect as it may have 
can only be on the ignorant and 
unlearned, those who are unaware 
of the entire diversity in language, 
physical type, religious opinions, 
manners and customs between the 
Israelites and the various nations 
from whom the English nations 
can be shown historically to be de- 
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scended.” 
* As far as the tribe of Ephraim, 
which they claim these Anglo-Is- 
raelites are, is concerned, let me 
read one Scripture: Psalm 78:67, 
68, ‘““Moreover he refused the tab- 
ernacle of Joseph, and chose not 
the tribe of Epnraim: but chose 
the tribe of Judah, the Mount Zion 
which he loved.” 'That should set- 
tle all arguments as to which is 
chosen, Ephraim or Judah. 

It is contended that “Saxons” 
means Isaac’s sons, on the ground 
that the vowel is not pronounced 
in Hebrew, thus making the sons 
of Isaac, Saac’s sons, or Saxons. 
But the Hebrew does not begin 
with a vowel. The name “Isaac”’ in 
Hebrew begins with the consonant 
“Yodh” which is equivalent to our 
“y”, making the Hebrew pronunci- 
ation of Isaac to be “Yishak.” 

They tell us that Jeremiah lefi 
Palestine and brought the eldest 
daughter of Zedekiah to Ireland. 
There she married some descend- 
ant of Zarah, who was Pharez’s 
twin brother, who had gone there 
centuries before, and that the pres- 
ent incumbents on the throne of 
England are the direct descendanis 
of Judah and David, thru _ his 
daughter. I discovered this daugh- 
ter had two names. Tea Zephia and 
Tamar Tephi. In England a King’s 
Counsel tells us her name was Tea 
Zephia. A preacher a few months 
ago said her name was Tamar 
Tephi. I leave you to decide what 
it was. 

Now we come to the “lost tribes.” 
Anglo-Israelites, first of all, lost 
the ten tribes and then identified 
them with the British race. Turn 
to the Second Book of Chronicles, 
eleventh chapter, and see what the 
Scrmpture has to say. This is at the 
time when the division is made be- 
tween the two houses. Solomon’s 
reign is at an end. The question Is, 
Will Rehoboam be generous and 
merciful, or will he be hard and 
stern? Because he was hard and 
unyielding the ten tribes revolted 
under Jeroboam, but when Jero- 
boam rejected the worship of Je- 
hovah, we read the Levites left th 
Northern Kingdom and came toJe- 
rusalem. In the 16th verse we read, 
“And after them out of all the 
tribes of Israel such as set their 
hearts to seek the Lord God of Is- 
rael came to Jerusalem, to sacri- 
fice unto the Lord God of their fa- 
thers.” In the 15th chapter and 9th 
verse, “And he gathered all Judah 
and Benjamin, and the strangers 
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with them, out of Ephraim and 
Manasseh, and out of Simeon: for 
they fell to him (King Asa) out of 
Israel in abundance, when they 
saw that the Lord his God was 
w.th him.” This was during the re- 
form under Asa. From all the tribes 
“they fell to him in abundance, 
when they saw that the Lord his 
Gou was with him.’ Then about 
a century after the overthrow of 
the Northern K- ngdom which came 
about 721 B. C., we read that Ma- 
nasseh and Ephraim and all Israel 
came to Jerusalem. 

Just before Judah apostatized 
altogether there is another revival 
in the land during the reign of Jo- 
siah. When they were cleaning up 
the temple and making repairs 
they found the Book of the Law, 
and when they read it to the king 
und he realized their position be- 
fore God, he immediately made a 
plea for prayer and called the peo- 
ple back to the Lord. 2 Chron. 34: 

reads, “And when they came to 
Ht ikiah the high priest, they de- 
liveied the money that was brought 
into the house of God, which the 
Levites that kept the dvoors had 
gatheied of the hand of Manasseh 
and Ephraim, and of all the rem- 
nant of Israel, and of all Judah 
and Benjamin.” This was one hun- 
dred years after the captivity of 
the Northern Kingdom; when all 
the Israelites are supposed to have 
already been scattered among the 
nations, yet here they are gathered 
from Ephraim and Manasseh. Sv 
they were not lost. In 2 Kings 25: 
12, we read, “‘The captain of the 
guard left of the poor of the land 
tu be vinedressers and husband- 
men.” This was in the Southern 
Kingdom, and the same evidently 
took place in the Northern King- 
dom also. 

Now let us discover where they 
are after the captivity. In the first 
chapter of Ezekiel the prophet is 
telling us he is among the captives 
by the river Chebar. Where is Che- 
bar located? It is northeast of 
Palestine in the district of Gozan. 
It flows into the river Euphrates, 
in the northern part- of Assyria. 
Ezekiel’s prophecies were given 
outside of Palestine. In 2 Kings 17: 
6, we read, “In the ninth year of 
Hoshea the king of Assyria took 
Samaria, and carried Israel] away 
into Assyria, and placed them in 
Halah and in Habor by the river of 
Gozan, and in the cities of the 
‘edes.” If you will look up your 
map you will find Halah in that 
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same section, near the river Che- 
bar. In other words: Ezekiel was 
carried captive to the very same 
place that Shalmaneser, king cf 
Assyria, had first carried captive 
the Northern Kingdom. In 2 Kings 
18:11 we read the same thing. So 
we find the children of Israel, those 
of the Northern and Southern 
KXingdom united in captivity, and 
from that time on you find no di- 
vision, no separate kingdoms, lock 
where you will in God’s Word. 

I would like to have you notice 
some things in Daniel’s prayer in 
the 9th chapter of that book. He 
prays, “O Lord, righteousness be- 
longeth unto thee, but unto us con- 
fusion of faces. ... ; to the men of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and unto all Israel, that 
are near, and that are far off, thru 
all the countries whither thou hast 
driven them.” All thru Daniel’s 
prayer he is pleading for both the 
Northern and Southern Kingdoms 
to be brought back into the land 
again. And when Cyrus, king of 
Persia, sent forth a decree for the 
rebuilding of the temple at Jerusa- 
lem, he sent theremnantbacktoJe- 
rusalem, from both the Northern 
and Southern Kingdom. Forty-two 
thousand returned under Zerub- 
babel. You will find his genealogy 
in the first chapter of Matthew. He 
is a lineal descendant of David and 
also a progenitor of Jesus Christ. 
Instead of going to history for 
some woman who went to Ireland, 
go to the Word of God if you want 
a descendant of David who has a 
light to sit on his throne. Matthew 
1 and Luke 3 will show you that 
Jesus is the only One who has a 
right to that throne. David always 
had a descendant as long as there 
was a_ throne, but since the 
captivity there has been no throne 
for a king to sit upon. The Children 
of Israel since the captivity have 
always been a subject nation, but 
the moment they are set free they 
will have a King, the Lion of the 
Tribe of Judah and the Son of 
David who is Christ our Lord, to 
sit upon that throne. 

I would like to have you notice 
that of these 42,000 who returned 
there is no tribe mentioned except 
the tribe of the Levites. They are 
given as families so it is very dif- 
ficult to trace them and see where 
they all belong, but we discover in 
Ezra 2:28 that 223 are from Bethel 
and Ai. Bethel is the very heart of 
the idol worship. It was there Jero- 
boam set up his golden calf to be 
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worshipped. These families came 
back in response to Cyrus’ proc- 
lamation. Ezra 7:7 says “There 
went up of the children of Israel” 
—now if Israel be of the Northern 
Kunguom alone, we have it here 
that they went back. And in the 
13th verse Artaxerxes the king 
made a decree that the priests and 
the Levites in his realm which were 
minded of their own free will to 
go up to Jerusalem, should go with 
Ezra. 

1 would like to have you notice 
further, Ezra 6:16-22. The people 
have now come back to their lana, 
and they are coming to offer sac- 
rifices, and it tells how the priests 
and tne Levites, and “the children 
of Israel’ offered sacrifices for “all 
Israel.”’ In 8:35 it tells how those 
that had come up out of captivity 
oifered sacrifices for “all Israel.” 
They offered twelve bullocks, and 
twelve he goats. Why? Because 
there were twelve tribes. Had there 
been only two tribes they would 
have offered two he goats as sin 
offering. 

Now let us look at the 2nd chap- 
ter of Acts, verses 9-11. Here we 
find there were a great number of 
people who heard the Gospel 
preached to them in their own lan- 
guage. Who were these people? 
Peter addresses them in verse 22 
as “Ye men of Israel.” In verse 36 
he says, “Therefore let all the 
house of Israel know assuredly, 
that God hath made that same Je- 
sus, whom ye have erucified, both 
Lord and Christ.” In 3:12, after the 
healing of the lame man, Peter ad- 
dresses them as “Ye men of Is- 
rael.” In verses 25, 26, Peter ad- 
dressing these same folks says, 
“Ye are the children of the proph- 
ets, and of the covenant which God 
made with our fathers, etc.” 

In Acts 26:6, 7, Paul is making 
his defense before Agrippa. He 
says, “I am judged for the hope of 
the promise made of God unto our 


fathers: unto which promise our 
twelve tribes, instantly (Notice 
that instantly means here and 


now) serving God day and night, 
hope to come.” So we find that 
the twelve tribes are in the land of 
Palestine at the beginning of this 
dispensation. In Amos 9:8-10, the 
prophet speaks of them as “the 
house of Jacob” and the “‘house of 
Israel” saying the Lord “will sift 
them among all nations like as 
corn is sifted in a sieve, yet shall 
not the least grain fall upon the 
earth.” In these verses, first the 
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kingdom is to be destroyed, second, 
the house of Jacob is now reckon- 
ed within the Northern Kingdom, 
and third, a terrible thing happens; 
not that they are to be lost for 
2600 years and identified as Anglo- 
Saxons, but they are to be sifted 
among the nations as corn is sift- 
ed. How do you sift corn? throw 
it in a heap? No, you scatter it. In 
Hosea 9:11 we read, that “they 
shall be wanderers among the na- 
tions.” 

Now in closing, some will say, 
“Even if it is not true, it is rather 
harmless speculation. Why trouble 
to refute it?” It is not a harmless 


speculation. It is nationalizing 
blessings that belong to _ the 
church. The old spiritualizers of 


prophecy used to give all the bless- 
ings to the church and the curses 
to the Jews but the Anglo-Israel- 
ites have gone one better. They 
have left the curses with the Jews, 
but haven’t left the church the 
blessings. They have gathered 
them up for themselves. It is blas- 
phemous. Here is a serious state- 
ment: The writer is the Rev. W. 
Pascoe Goard, L.L.D., Editor of 
The National Message of London, 
in The Exploits of Faith, February, 
1934. Quoting from Revelation 17: 
14, he gives us just this much of 
the Scripture: “These shall make 
war with the Lamb;” then he adds, 
“In modern terms this means that 
the Babylonian power, what re- 
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With a considerable outlay of 
both money and time a scientific 
investigating party recently ex- 
plored the great Gobi desert in 
Mongolia. The purpose of the ex- 
ploration according to The Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine (June 
1933) was “‘to find whether or not 
Central Asia had been the nursery 
of many of the dominant groups of 
animals, including the human 
race; and to reconstruct its past 
climate, vegetation, and general 
physical conditions, particularly in 
relation to the evolution of man.”’

This party found the Gobi to be

pleted they found many fossil re- 
mains of animals. now extinct. 
These specimens ranged from tiny 
skulls two inches long, to giant 
bones thicker than a man’s body 
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mains of it, (Central European 
powers) wielded by the dictators, 
will make war with Israel-British 
power.” The Bible says, “These 
shall make war with the Lamb and 
the Lamb shall overcome them’”— 
if that was all that is said in this 
verse, we might say maybe it does 
mean British power. But there is 
no full stop here, and the rest of 
the verse says: “for He is Lord of 
lords and King of kings: and they 
that are with him are called, and 
chosen and faithful.”

I say, therefore, that the delusion, 
the fallacy, that will bring forth 
such reasoning is not worthy of the 
slightest bit of consideration. 

I would like to bring just one 
more thought: In this dispensation 
if a man believes, he is not linked 
with Palestine or England, but 
with that inheritance which is in- 
co1rruptible and undefiled, and 
which fadeth not away.With whom 
are you linked? With a nation on 
this earth, or with an inheritance 
incorruptible, one that shall never 
pass away?

and as long; belonging to an an- 
cient animal said to have been “24 
feet long, 17 feet high at the 
shoulders, and 25 feet tall at the 
head.”

promise. Jacob connects it with 
the New Testament church which 
is the house of God (Gen. 28:22; 
1 Tim. 3:15), in which all families 
of the earth were to be _ blessed 
(v. 14), and who are bound by the 
faithfulness of God in carrying out 
His promise with Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob in building a permanent 
house consisting of all the faithful 
of all nations, to pay tithes as a 
result of blessing through it and 
connection therewith. 

Let us notice: God claimed the 
land (v. 13), therefore, a right to 
the tithe of the land. The house of 
God is the gate to heaven, and all 
who enter its sacred enclosures 
should pay tithes as a result of di- 
vine blessings and promise. It is a 
dreadful place (v. 17), therefore, 
we should fear not to keep the 
covenant of God. Those who are 
blessed with faithful Abraham 
(Gal. 3:9) should do the works of 
Abraham (Jno. 8:39). If the father 
of all the faithful paid tithes, then 
all the faithful children should pay 
tithes. 

What is the Tithe? 

It is a tenth of the seed of the 
land, of the fruit of the tree, of the 
herd, and of the flock. Lev. 27:30- 
33. It is the firstfruits of thine in- 
crease. Prov. 3:9. We are com- 
manded to honor the Lord with the 
firstfruits. Those who pay tithes 
honor God as the rightful owner 
or possessor of the land. They thus 
acknowledge His creative act and 
rightful rule. Such truth is explic- 
itly set forth by Abraham, who 
when he paid tithes accredited the 
victo1y over the heathen kings un- 
to God. Jacob also acknowledged 
the providence of God in all gov- 
ernment and blessing when he 
said, “If thou wilt be with me” 
and “bring me home again,” etc. 

The Purpose of the Tithe 

“And, behold, I have given the 
children of Levi all the tenth of Is- 
rael for an inheritance, for their 
service which they serve, even the 
service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation.” Num. 18:21-24. 
“And that we should bring the 
firstfruits of our dough, and of our 
offerings, and the fruit of all man- 
ner of trees, of wine and of oil, un- 
to the priests, to the chambers of 
the house of our God; and_ the 


tithes of our ground unto the 
Levites, that the same _ Levites 
mignt have the tithes in all the 
cities of our tillage,” Neh. 10:37. 
“And I perceived that the portions 
oi the Levites had not been given 
them: for the Levites and the sing- 
ers, that did the work, were fled 
every one to his field. Then con- 
tended I with the rulers, and said, 
Why is the house of God forsak- 
en,’ And I gathered them togeth- 
er, and set them in their place. 
Tnen brought all Judah the tithe 
of the corn and the new wine and 
the oil unto the treasuries. And I 
made treasurers over the treasur- 
ies,” Neh. 13:10-13. The purpose of 
the tithe is clear and _ distinct. It 
was for those Levites that attend- 
ed the tabernacle service. These 
Levites were a type of the New 
Testament minister who was call- 
ed of God to minister about holy 
things. Heb. 3:1; 1 Cor. 9:13. 
Christ sent His apostles to preach 
without purse or scrip. Matt. 10: 
10; Luke 10:7. While He did not 
mention the tithe as their support, 
it is significantly stated that the 
laborer is worthy of his hire.” The 
word “hire” suggests a stated 
wage, by agreement with his em- 
ployer, and suggests that it would 
naturally be the tithe. The Jews 
paid tithes during the time of 
Christ as mentioned in Matt. 23:23, 
where He rebuked the lack in prac- 
tice of the “weightier matters,” of 
judgment, mercy, and faith: these 
ought ye to have done, and not to 
leave the other undone. It is not 
enough to practice paying tithes 
alone; the Christian must do what 
Christ has commanded in his deal- 
ings with others; and he must not 
fail to support the minister by pay- 
ing his tithes. A _ failure to pay 
tithes is also a violation of what 
Christ called the “weightier mat- 
ters.”” Those who do not pay tithes, 
do not exercise a just judgment to- 
ward God, nor His servant; they 
equally v olate the divine principle 
of extending “mercy” to the minis- 
ter as well as trying to assist those 
who need the gospel; and what is 
worse, they fail to keep “faith” 
with God who has ordained and 
commanded payment of tithes. 
Where to be Paid 

“Bring ye all the tithes into the 

storehouse, that there may be 
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meat in mine house, and prove me 
now herewith, sa.th the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open you the 
windows of heaven, and pour you 
out a blessing, that there shall not 
be room enough to receive it,’’ Mai. 
3:10. The tithes were to be brought 
into the storehouse to be divided 
among the Levites and ministers of 
the sanctuary. It was God’s pro- 
vision for His ministers’ support, 
wno assisted Him in carrying out 
His redemptive scheme; and a fail- 
ule to pay them, was accounted of 
God as robbery, Mal. 3:8. In that 
it was acclaimed of God as His 
own, it was justly defined as rob- 
bery. There was also a three-year 
titue for the widow and the poor, 
thac they might eat; but I presume 
il it be hand to get men to pay the 
munisterial tithe, it is useless to 
mention in detail the three-year 
tithe. From Nehemiah we learn 
that during the reorganization of 
the returning Jews fiom Babylon, 
that they brought the tithe into 
“the chambers of the house of our 
God,’ Neh. 10:37; see also chapter 
13:10-13. We are in divine order 
when we have a geneial treasury 
to receive the tithe belonging unto 
the high priest (Neh. 10:38), which 
practicularly agrees with the of- 
tice and work of the General Over- 
seer. 

St. Paui’s Reasons for Claiming 

Support 

“No man that warreth entangleth 
himself with the affairs of this 
life; that he may please him who 
hath chosen him to be a soldier,” 
2 Tim. 2:4. God desires His minis- 
ter to be freed from worldly care 
and labor that He may devote His 
time to His calling. Therefore, the 
apostle Paul says, “Let him that 
is taught in the word (i. e. receive 
teaching) communicate unto him 
that teacheth in all good things,” 
val. 6:6. “If we have sown unto 
you spiritual things, is it a great 
thing (help) if we shall reap your 
carnal things?” 1 Cor. 9:11. “If 
others be partakers of this power 
over you, are not we rather?” V. 
12. The argument runs, if you have 
paid your philosophic instructor, 
who taught you philosophy, and 
you have paid for your instruction 
in college or university, why then 
do you expect us to labor and in- 
struct you in the gospel, free of 
charge? 

His Nine Reasons 

1. “Who goeth a warfare at his 
own charge?” Do not the soldiers 
go forth in the defence of the na- 
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tion, for the purpose of avenging 
a wrong committed; therefore, his 
cause is just, and having in readi- 
ness to avenge all wrong from the 
standpoint of human _ justice, the 
Christian minister stands up in the 
name of Christianity which should 
loyally support him in his work. 
2. By analogy from the law of 
Moses. Deut. 25:4; Lev. 27:30. 3. 
From the law of common gratitude 
for service rendered, or instruction 
received. V. 11. 4. From their con- 
cess.on of this right unto otheis 
who had inferior claims, V. 12. 5. 
From provision in the law of Moses 
concerning maintainance of 
priests, V. 13. 6. By the rule laid 
by Christ Himself, in. harmony 
with His own plan and furtherance 
of it. 7. From the analogy of 
payment of soldiers, whose wea- 
pons are not carnal; but mighty 
through God to the pulling down 
of strongholds, 2 Cor. 10:4. The 
soldier does not go forth to war at 


h's own charges, Lk. 3:14. 8. By 
analogy from the support of the 
vinedressers, Matt. 9:37. These 


were paid in kind for his services, 
or from the source of his labor. 9. 
From the analogy of the support 
of the shepherds who attended the 
flocks. These were also paid in 
kind in the East. Gen. 31:41. 
The Apostle’s Apoiogy 

Of course there are those who 
are always alert to the extreme, 
and cite such scriptures as the fol- 
lowing: “And when I was present 
with you, and wanted, I was 
chargeable to no man: for that 
which was lacking to me _ the 
brethren which came from Mace- 
donia supplied: and in all things I 
have kept myself from being bur- 
densome unto you, and so will I 
keep myself,” 2 Cor. 11:9. It is 
true, that some had charged the 
apostle of just preaching for his 
living. This however, does not 
change the truth of the situation. 
He received support from the 
“brethren from Macedonia.” In 
verse 8 he says, “I robbed other 
churches, taking wages of them, 
to do you service.” He _ receiv- 
ed “wages” from other church- 
es, and in that he did not 
render service unto the churches 
which supplied his needs, the apos- 
tle called it “robbery.’’ He asserts 
he received “wages,” which is 
proof of the custom of payment 
for divine service rendered. It is 
true that the apostle labored with 
his own hands for his own sup- 
port during early stages of Chris- 
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tianity. However, when he sum- 
marizes his labors in 2 Cor. 12:13, 
he puts it thus: “For what is it 
wherein ye were inferior to other 
churches, except it be that I my- 
self was not burdensome _ unto 
you? forgive me this wrong.” The 
apostle was plainly in violation of 
divine arrangement mentioned in 
1 Cor. 9:14, wherein he states that 
God had ordained that “they who 
preach the gospel should live of 
the gospel,” or from the fruit of his 
labors. Next, he says, “Forgive me 
this wrong.” He had_ perverted 
God’s plan in not receiving a sup- 
port from his ministry; for which 
he asks forgiveness. How much 
owest thou my Lord? God will take 
account of His servants whom He 
has trusted with this world’s goods. 
Be faithful to God’s ministers. 
Stand by your pastor and support 
him with your tithes. Keep your- 
self in divine order by doing what 
God has commanded. Keep the 
curse off your home and field by 
paying your tithes. Mal. 3:9-11.

TEXT: Matt. 25:31-46. — MEMORY VERSE: 1 John 3:18. 
TIME: These words were spoxen on Tuesday afternoon of Christ's last week. 


PLACE: The Mount of Olives. 


GOLDEN TEXT: For we must all appear before the judgment seat of Christ.— 


2 Cor. 5:10. 


LEADING THOUGHT: And we shall be judged according to the deeds done in 


the body. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
THE GLORIOUS THRONE OF CHRIST 

V. 31. “When the Son of man _ shal) 
come in his glory.” In His glorified body 
as He appeared at the Mount of Trans- 
figuration, Matt. 17:2; Acts 1:11. Contrast 
His coming in glory with His first sp- 
pearance in humiliation and death on the 
cross. “And all his holy angels with him.” 
An assembly of the family of heaven and 
earth to the judgment seat, Matt. 16:27. 
“Then shall he sit on the throne of his 
giory.” He shall then take His seat on 
His glorious throne surrounded by angels 
and saints, Jude 14; Rev. 19:14. The 
throne of His glory is His reward for His 
faithfulness unto God and refusing the 


kingdoms of this world under Satan, 

Matt. 4:8. 

SEPARATION OF THE SHEEP AND 
THE GOATS 


V. 32. “And before him shall be gathered 
all nations.” As all men have been priv- 
ileged to hear the gospel (Matt. 24:14; 
Mark 16:15; Mark 13:10; Rom. 11:32). 
even so must all men be judged. The ¢€x- 
act how of the judgment is not shown 
but rather the fact that it will involve 
all nations. “He shall separate them one 
from the other, as the shepherd divideth 
the sheep from the goats.” Sheep ani 
goats were ofttimes found in the same 
flock. It is not so much the separation of 
nation from nation as it is the separation 
of His sheep as individuals from among 
the goats. The purpose of the judgment 
is to properly classify the creation and 
punish the world for its iniquity. 

V. 33. “And he shall set the sheep on 
his right hand.” Sheep are a type of the 
profitable, innocent and good, Rom. 2:7, 
10. At His right hand is a place of favor 
and honor, Gen. 48:17; Luke 1:11; Mark 
16:5. “But the goats on the left.” They 
are worthless as compared with the sheep. 
They are a type of the unruly and the 
proud, Isa. 14:9; of the unprofitable and 
the evil, Rom. 2:8, 9. Separation is shown 
in the Scripture in many ways. At the 
mount of blessing on the right hand, the 
mount of cursing on the left. Lazarus in 
Abraham’s bosom indicates a favored posi- 
tion at the right hand, the rich man in 
Hades separated by a gulf and placed at 
the left hand in a position of dishonor 
and punishment. 

V. 34.. “Then shall the King say unto 
them on his right hand.” Previously He 
had represented Himself as a shepherd 


shepherding His sheep, but now He goes 
back to verse 31 where His throne of 
glory is first mentioned and represents 
Himself as King. “Come ye blessed of my 
Father.” They were beloved of God and 
rewarded with eternal] life, Eph. 1:3. “In- 
herit the kingdom prepared for you from 
the foundation of the world.” The king- 
dom has been held in reservation as an 
inheritance through Christ. Our citizen- 
ship is there, Phil. 3:20; Eph. 2:19. “If 
children then heirs of God and joint heirs 
with Christ,” Rom, 8:17. Such an inheri- 
tance was prepared for us_ before the 
foundation of the world, John 17:24; 
Eph. 1:4. Such is in harmony with God’s 
eternal purpose, who will have all men to 
be saved and come to the knowledge of 
the truth, 1 Tim. 2:4. 

THE BASIS OF JUDGMENT—GOOD OR 

BAD DEEDS 

V. 35. “For.” Here follows the reason 
why Jesus confers blessing upon His 
sheep. “I was an hungred.” Perhaps He 
hungered and thirsted as He trod the 
dusty roads of Palestine. These words siz- 
nify self-denial, pity, sympathy, charity, 
as exercised in trying to help others. 
“And ye gave me meat.” A reciprocal ac‘ 
on the part of the giver to assist the suf- 
ferer in trying to aid others. “I was thirs- 
ty, and ye gave me drink.” One instance 
only is recorded of Christ receiving a 
drink of water from the woman of Sa- 
maria at Jacob’s well. But we gather from 
these words that He was thirsty often- 
times. “I was a stranger, and you took 
me in.” While on earth He made a state 
ment, “Foxes have holes, birds of the air 
have nests, but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head.” In that sense He 
was a stranger and in that His own «new 
Him not, nevertheless, there were some 
who extended to Him offices of kindness 
as Martha, Mary, and Lazarus. 

V. 36. “Naked, and ye clothed me: I 
was sick, and ye visited me: I was in 
prison, and ye came unto me.” Palestine 
was a land of misery and hardship and 
Jesus went about doing good, Acts. 10: 
38, relieving the distressed in the land. 
Because some one has been banished to 
prison does not justify us to forsake 
them. They deserve sympathy and kin:- 
ness that if during their hours of con- 
finement their hearts may be softened 
and touched for the Master. 

THE RIGHTEOUS REWARDED 
V. 37. “Then shall the righteous an- 
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swer him, saying, Lord, when saw we 
thee an hungred and fed thee, or thirsty 
and gave thee drink.” The judgment as 
was stated at the outset is one of works 
Christ in this parable aligns Himself 
with His followers who believe in Him. 
The works mentioned here are offices of 
hospitality and kindness, the greatest pos- 
sible way of convincing men of the gen- 
uineness of your Christian experience, at 
the same time placing yourself in line to 
receive reward for ministering unto 
members of the body of Christ. 

Vv. 38. “When saw we thee a stranger, 
and took thee in? or naked, and clothed 
thee?” 

Vv. 39. “Or when saw we thee sick, or 
in prison, and came unto thee.” Though 
Christ in order to prepare individuals for 
a judgment of good works explained and 
laid down principles to the Jewish na- 
tion how they should minister unto 
needy and distressed and show works of 
kindness, it seems as if in the time of 
judgment those having done so will be 
questionably surprised at their rewards 
for service rendered in this life. 

Vv. 40. “And the King shall answer and 
say unto them, Verily I say unto you.” 
His reply is of such importance that He 
places upon it special] emphasis. “Inas- 
much as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren.” Some con- 
tend that His brethren are the Jews, 
however the epithet points to the fact 
that they were neither Jews, nor apost- 
les, nor especially Christians, as some 
were strangers. But they were the needy, 
hungry and thirsty, those who were nak- 
ed and needed clothing, and those who 
were sick and others in prison. The pic- 
ture is a graphic one of suffering hu- 
manity which demands deeds of mercy 
and kindness concerning which the Jews 
were almost entirely void and very ir- 
reverent. 

PUNISHMENT OF OFFENDERS 

Vv. 41. “Then shall he say also unto 
them on the left hand.” Those who have 
by their very nature and works been 
placed in an unfavored position. “De- 
part from me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing fire, prepared for the devil and his 
angels.” He had called the righteous 
“blessed of my Father.” Those who were 
cursed were so done by their own deeds. 
God willeth not the death of any, Their 
own works in failing to come up to the 
higher standards of that which is blessed 
cursed them. The fire was not originally 
prepared for men but for the devil and 
his angels, presumably those who follow- 
ed him in the first rebellion, It was not 
prepared from the foundation of the 
world as was the kingdom of righteous- 
ness for the blessed. As the righteous 
share with Christ in His glory and that 
of the holy angels even so do the wicked 
share with Satan and his angels. 

Vv. 42. “For I was an hungred, and 
ye gave me no meat.” What had con- 
demned those who were cursed was first 
a lack of righteousness; second, works of 
righteousness, the fruit which springs 
therefrom. “I was thirsty, and ye gave me 
no drink.” They had failed to minister 
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unto the needs of mankind in the state 
of His earthly humiliation and need, The 
Jews who reveled in drunkenness and in 
their ivory palaces needed this lesson, or 
those who are failing in like manner to- 
day. 

V. 43. “I was a stranger, and ye took 
me not in: naked, and ye clothed me not: 
sick, and in prison, and ye visited me 
not.” Christ identifies Himself with His 
unfortunate followers and considers an 
offense against them as one against Him- 
self. The failure of Christianity has come 
from the lack of sharing itself with oth- 
ers who are unfortunate. The crimes for 
which these are to be punished were 
those of omission and negligence. They 
failed to perform the duties of charity. 


QUESTIONING HIS JUDGMENT 


Vv. 44. “Then shall they also answer 
him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee an 
hungred, or athirst, or a stranger, or 
naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not 
minister unto thee?” They seemingly had 
never thought of Christian duties and 
maybe some had never heard of Christ, 
thus they questioned the verdict. And 
others who professed to know Him were 
void of both knowledge and activity of 
Christian duties. 
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Vv. 45. “Then shall he answer them, 
saying, Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch 
as ye did it not to one of the least of 
these, ye did it not to me.” Their ques- 
tioning plea is ignored. The doing of that 
which had brought blessing to those at 
His right hand and the omission of 
works of a like nature produced caus? 
for a curse upon those on His left hand. 
Doing things unto Christ’s brethren of 2 
righteous nature is counted as if it were 
done unto Him. He is the Head of the 
Church. A failure to minister unto the 
needs of the Church or His brethren is 
a failure to minister unto Him by sup- 
porting His cause. 

Vv. 46. “And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment.” Gr., “aionion;” 
translated “everlasting” but should have 
been translated “eternal” or “age-last- 
ing.” “But the righteous into life eternal.” 
The same word is used in both places and 
should have been equally translated in 
both instances either eternal or age-last- 
ing. What had qualified the righteous for 
eternal life was the maintenance of the 
principle of righteousness which mani- 
fested itself in righteous works. What 
cursed those on the left hand was the 
failure to accept and maintain such prin- 
ciples.

RELIGION 
By J.. H. Ingram 

Introduction: Religion as a sys- 
tem of faith and worship, is worth 
little or nothing to man in this 
life, and has no eternal value when 
God the Father, and the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost, are left out of the 
program. For God is the one with 
whom. rests, our,.eterna]. destiny, 
and the Holy Ghast is,the. agency 
through which He works: to. bring 
us tothe knowledge of’ His: sav- 
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ing grace, brought about through 
the sacrificial death of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ. 

The Search for Other Gods 

Nevertheless, man having come 
into an experimental knowledge of 
good and evil at the time of the fall 
in the Garden of Eden, has since 
sought out many ways, and dif- 
ferent means, by which he might 
satisfy, or ease a guilty conscience 
without approaching God who is 
the offended one, the very knowl- 
edge of which brings the sense of 
guilt. This going in search of other 
“gods” has given rise to many 
false religions, and the fact that 
they outnumber Protestant Chris- 
tians by more than a billion, shows 
they are a predominating force in 
the earth today, and no sacrifice is 
considered too great for the aver- 
age adherent to make in connec- 
tion with his religious service. 

The Christian Conquest 

Some of us may feel like we 
have done God a great favor when 
we g-ve the tenth and drop a few 
pennies in the basket on Sunday 
morning. Paul said, ““Alexander the 
coppersmith did me much evil.” 
This may not have any reference 
to withholding the copper, or ‘“‘cop- 
pers” needed in the spreading of 
the gospel, but getting down to the 
facts, we as the Church of God are 
faced with two alternatives. One 
is to back down and out, putting 
up the flag of truce, and the oth- 
er is to go forward in His name, 
conquering, and to conquer, and I 
verily believe our people asa 
whole, are bent on taking the lat- 
ter course, as this year bids fair 
to be the greatest year in missions, 
and the efforts put forth in behalf 
of new work, whether on the home 
or on the foreign field, are coni- 
mendable, but we see the need of 
a greater sprinkling of dollars in 
the midst of our missionary pen- 
nies or “coppers,” if we are to see 
the overspreading of the gospel in 
the earth as was planned by our 
Savior. 

Some have said that they did not 
feel like giving to foreign missions 
because we had spent a few hun- 
dred dollars in a missionary ven- 
ture in the past with nothing ac- 
complished. If I were you, I would 
not be guilty of making such 4a 
puny excuse in the future for not 
doing anything on this line. I was 
just thinking of a motto I. saw in 
a certain church which, read, “If 
you. donot intend to.do,anything, 
please:-do .. not: hinder.--others.’! 
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Speaking of money expended in 
the foreign field without any ap- 
parent result, I dare say more has 
been spent on the home field in 
fruitless efforts to _ establish 
churches. Just think of the many 
missions and even churches which 
have had to be disbanded. There 
are also places today where we 
cannot have the Church of God it 
seems, regardless of how hard we 
try. But what of it? Most, if not 
all, great conquering armies have 
at some time suffered defeat. 
False Religions 

When I say false, I do not mean 
that there are no truths or good 
morals associated with other reli- 
gions, but still their adherents are 
hopeless and helpless without God, 
for regardless of how high a stand- 
ard their moral codes call for, no 
man within himself could live. up 
to them, and were it possible it 
would be mere self-righteousness 
and would profit nothing in the 
end. 

For example, take the moral 
code of the Buddhists, known as 
the “Ten Precepts” of Buddha, aud 
compare them with the Decalogue, 
or the Ten Commandments of 
Moses. 

Do not take life, whether of man 
or beast. 

Do not take what is not given. 


Abstain from unlawful sexual 
intercourse. 

Do not lie. 

Do not drink wine, or strong 
drink. 


Do not eat at forbidden times. 

Abstain from dancing, singing, 
music, and stage plays. 

Use not a high or broad bed. 

Take not pleasure in garlands, 
scents, or ornaments. 

Receive not silver or gold. 

The family name of Buddha (the 
enlightened one), the founder of 
Buddhism, was Gautama. He was 
born about 568 B.C., married at 
nineteen, and lived a life of ease 
for ten vears, after which he ran 
away from home and became a 
beggar. After temptation by 
“Mara” the tempter, he spent six 
years of most terrible austerities 
until worn out through self-inflict- 
ed penances which could not satis- 
fy him. At length he claimed to 
have found peace of mind, while: 
meditating beneath a “bo” tree. 
His preaching” *cainpaign which 
lasted forty-five years, ‘came to ari’ 
end when Ké iy down‘to die? or to¥ 
rest, between two “sala” trees be- 
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sionary journeys. This probably 
gave rise to the custom of building 
the “sala” or rest houses outside 
the Buddhist temples. 

Buddha, taught his followers to 
take the middle path between as- 
ceticism, and s¢lf-indulgence,which 
he called the eightfold path; name- 
ly, right views, right aspirations, 
right speech, right conduct, right 
mode of livelihood, right-effort, 
right mindfulness, and right rap- 
ture. He claimed that unsatisfied 
desires were painful, that desire 
was the origin of suffering, that 
removal of pain was the emanci- 
pation of desire, and that the way 
thereto was the eightfold path. He 
did not believe in God, immortal- 
ity, or sacrifice, although great em- 
phas’s was laid on love. Besides 
the things to be desired, there were 
ten bonds, five hindrances, and 
four intoxications which were to 
be avoided. When a man had con- 
quered himself, and guided his life 
aright in all these, he could ob- 
tain the “arahatship.”” The three 
great sins were self indulgence, ill- 
will and stupidity. Emancipation 
from these constituted what was 
called “nirvana,” which meant the 
loss of all personal consciousness, 
by absorption into the divine. 

Buddha also laid great emphasis 
on emancipation or deliverance in 
this life, not in the future, and the 
strange part of it is, while the 
Buddhists do not believe in the per- 
sonality or immortality of the soul, 
they hold to the doctrine of trans- 
migration. Though no soul really 
exists the desires possessed in one 
creature pass on to another in the 
next life. An orthodox Buddhist 
would not dare kill, even a rat, for 
fear he may be murdering some- 
one, perhaps a near relative who 
has passed on before in death and 
returned to earth in another form. 
Some of the more faithful ones go 
aside from the path rather than 
crush an ant or a worm under- 
foot. 

It is said of some, especially the 
older ones, when they go to the 
temple to pray on sacred days, 
they ask that their lives may be 
prolonged until they shall ‘see the 
face of him that is to come,” for 


’ they say that Buddha told his fol- 


-lowerg that he himself was not a 
savior, but that in the future there 
would come: another’ “enlightened 

‘one’ who shall“save all that:‘shall 
behold: his’ face’ Let that be‘as it 
may, the impression made by tliese 


- hopes. makes, .of them..go0ed sub 
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jects or prospects for the Christian 
missionary. Do you not feel like 
you want to go, or help some one 
else to go and present to them Je- 
sus as the One who fulfills the 
hope of all nations? 

There are two ex-Church of God 
missionaries (or were last report) 
laboring near Benares, India, and 
close to the spot where Buddha 
lay down to die beneath the “sala”’ 
trees. We lost these good folks for 
a lack of funds to support them in 
their work there and missed this 
splendid opportunity of minister- 
ing to the Buddhists in their home- 
land, but according to the late 
press reports we will soon have an 
opportunity of ministering to some 
of the “enlightened ones” from our 
own doorsteps, and it may be news 
to some of our people that there 
are today 180,000 followers of 
Buddha in North America. 

Quoting the Press 

Rome, April 14, 1934 (U.P.) —A 
thousand Buddhist apostles plan 
to leave India in June on a pil- 
grimage by foot to Rome and the 
United States, to preach their re- 
ligion and persuade westerners 
“not to make graveyards of them- 
selves,” advices from Bangkok 
Siam said today. The apostles be- 
lieve that it will take them and 
their women two years to reach 
Rome, begging as they go and 
walking all the way except when 
they must cross water. 

In the expedition is said to be 
tev. Locanatha Bhikkhu, now liv- 
ing in the Bunchamabopitr monas- 
tery near Bangkok. He once was 
Salvatore Cioffi, born in Italy for- 
ty years ago and educated in New 
York. He went to Asia in 1924 and 
became a Buddhist monk. 

Bhikkhu is one of twelve monks 
who will lead the expedition. They 
are cailed lions, because the apos- 


tles think that it will take lion 
hearts to insure their safety on 


their long journey— particularly in 
such spots as Moslem Mecca: and 
Jewish-Moslem, Jerusalem. 

It was Bhikkhu who outlined 
plans for the journey to an Italian 
correspondent. 

The apostles had‘ not decided, he 
said, whether they would seek to 
preach inside ‘Vatican City, but 
that they were resolved to preach 
in Rome to all who cared to lis- 
ten. ve 

‘In their* préachings, ‘Bhikkhu 
said, the apdstles would urge vege- 
tarianism. «+ ie DOA aheR 

“Westerners,” tie. said, *tmnatke 
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graveyards of themselves on ac- 
count of the innocent animals they 
kill and eat.” 

Bhikkhu said that the apostles 
would include faithful ones from 
Tibet, China, India, Burma, Siam 
and Ceylon. They plan a final 
meeting in May at a monastery 
in Bombay. 

Conclusion: If this missionary 
venture materializes it will prob- 
ably be the greatest effort ever 
put forth on this wise by any of 
the great religions of the world, in- 
cluding our own beloved Christian 
religion, which is the greatest of 
all. Can you picture the scene as a 
thousand of these men with heads 
shaved and with their typical yel- 
low robes flowing in the air, come 
parading down your public thor- 
oughfare invading every home 
with their doctrines? The _ ten 
moral precepts suggested by our 
good ex-President Coolidge at the 
onset of the present economical 
depression, may help us to more 
closely conform to the will of God 
as it affects our conduct in the im- 
mediate future.
